THE BIOGRAPHY 
a OF POPE PIUS X. 


Giuseppe Melchiorre Sarto, known 
to the world as Pope Pius X. was 
elected to the pontificate in August 4, 
1908, and during his occupancy of his 
exalted office as head of the Roman 
Catholic church, he was confronted 
with some of the mcet momentous 
problems, religious and governmentai, 
with which the Holy See has had to 
deal in modern times. 

Pope Pius was born on June . 
1835, at Riese, in the Venetian prov- 
incea, the first child of Gian-Bat- 
ing | tista Sarto, a pcetman, and his wife, 
Margherita. Gtuseppe’s early career 
was influenced by the village priest 
who took a liking for the boy, taught 
him to read and write and drummed 
into the youthful head the rudiments 
"lof Latin. At the age of 11 years he 
entered the seminary at Castelfranco, 
not far from his birthplace, and for 
four years every day he tramped to 
schcol, usually barefooted, until he 
reached the outskirts of the village, 
where he would slip on his shoes to

In addition to his ecclesiasti- 
cal duties, Father Sarto contributed 
largely to the support of his mother 
and sisters, who found life a hard 
struggie, especially in the winter. 

he His eloquence led to his being called 
at the age of 40 to Treyuc as chance!l- 
lor of the diocese, and shortly after 
he was appointed professor of theolo- 
gy in the seminary. Nine years 01 
strenuous work followed, crowned, in 
1884, by his the mitre as 
bishop of Mantua. 
Leo XIII, conferred upon Bishop 
Sarto the title of “Roman Count,” 
and in the consistory of June, 1893, 
created him cardinal, giving him the 
Roman Church of San Bernardo from 
which to take his title. He was sv 
poor that he was unable to pay the 
fees connected with the acceptance of 
the new dignity, but some of his ad- 
mirers came forward and provided 
im with the necessary funds. 
Creating him cardinal, Leo XIII ap- 
pointed him also Patriarch of Venice, 
but he did not leave Mantua until] a 
year later, owing to conflict between 
the Italian government and the Holy 
See, over the right of the House of 
Savoy to be consulted before the ap- 
pointment of a Patriarch, the govern- 
ment having inherited the rights of 
the republic of Venice. The dispute 
was cut short by King Humbert aisc 
appoiming Sarto as Pa- 
triarch \of Venice. 

atriarch’s relations with the 
of Save were always most cor- 
dial. Every time that Their Mars 
ties or the princes visited Venice he 
paid them a visit and presented his 
homage. He was one of Queen Mar- 
gherita’s confessors, and only a few 
months before the death of Leo XIII 
he was next the Count of Turin in 
public, when he (the Patriarch) 
bleased the foundation stone of the 
new Campanile in Piazza San Marco. 
He was the candidate of Leo XIII as 
his successor, but he so little realized 
the future that when he left Venice, 
in July, 1903, for the conclave in 
Rome, he bought a return ticket. 
In the conclave the struggle was for 
and against Cardinal Rampolla, Leo 
Secretary of State, whose 
chances were lost when Cardina! 
Puzyna pronounced the veto of Aus- 
tria against him, which veto was sup- 
posed to represent the Triple Alliance. 
Then, needing a “compromise” Pope. 
all eyes turned to Cardinal Sarto, who 
at first refused, but was afterward in- 
duced to accept the high pceltion, be- 
ing elected almost unanimously on 
August 4, aaeguming the title of: 
Pope Pius X. Bishop of Rome and 
Vicar of Jesus Christ, Successor of St. 
Peter, Prince of the Aposties; Su- 
preme Pontiff’ of the Universal! 
Church, Patriarch of the West, Pri- 
mate of Italy; Archbishop and Me- 
tropolitan of the Roman Province and 
Sovereign of the Temporal Dominions 
of the Holy Roman Church. 
The Pontificate of Pope Pius X was 
characterized by that spirit of mcdes- 
ty which never abandoned him and by 
that strong religious feeling which 
made him choose as motto, “To re- 
store everything to Christ.” The day 
after hie coronation he was asked to 
give orders for his private apartment 
in the Vatican, and while he urged the 
then young Monsignore Merry del Vai, 
his pro-Secretary of State, to occupy 
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low-cellinged suite above the state 
apartment of the Pontiff, which under 
Leo XLII dad been occupied by his 
private secretary, Mgr. Angell. 

Pius X desired to give himself up 
entirely to his work. In so doing he 
did not spare any fatigue, and giving 
audiences, admitting people to large 
receptions, celebrating masses, preach- 
ing, giving communion, reached such

On their way 
to Europe Leo XIII. who should have 
received them, died, so that they were 
in Rome during the conclave, and 
the day on which Pius X was elected 
and descended into St. Peter's to give 
his fret benediction they were in the 
Basilica, with two American flags 
waving above the immense crowd as- 
sembied there, and joining hurrahs iv 
the cheering which greeted the vener- 
able figure. Some days after the samc 
American pilgrimage was in the 
Vatican gardens when suddenly, the 
work of the officials having already 
begun, they were ordered away as the 
Pope was seen approaching. With 
true American determination they ob- 
jected that they did not want to leave. 
Pius X, who understood something of 
what was going on, inquired, and Car- 
dinal Gibbons, who was among those 
who accompanied them, explained 
that it was a pilgrimage of his 
countrymen who desired tc pay hom- 
age to the Holy Father. They had 
asked for an audience and were walt 
ing for the appointed day. The Pon- 
tif! immediately said there was no 
necessity to wait, and he would receive 
the Americans at once in the adjoining 
Museum Lapidarium. Thus Pius X 
received the first pilgrimage of his 
pontificate, held in his hands and 
blessed the two American flags, which 
are still preserved, one in and 
one in New York. 

Pius X, did not intend to change the 
substance of the policy which his two 
predecessors had followed towards 
Italy. His protests against the loss of 
the Temporal Power, however, lost 
the vehemence and bitterness, which 
formerly characterized them. 

The strongest of his protests on this 
subject was when President Loubet, 
disregarding the prohibition to 411 
Catholic rulers and heads of States to 
visit the King of United Italy in his 
capital, was the first, with the excep- 
tion of Prince Ferdinand of Bulgaria, 
Since 1870, to go as guest to the 
Quirinal. 

This, however, was not only caused 
by the feeling towards Italy, but much 
more by the state of religious war 
with France, which was the most re- 
markable event in the last Pontificate, 
and of which many have attributed 
the responsibility to Pius X. while 
the hostilities had already begun un- 
der Leo XIII. 

France found imitators in Spain, 
which passed in Parlament bills 
against the religious congregations and 
the clergy, leading to the recall of the 
Spanish Ambassador accredited to the 
Holy See; and in Portugal, where the 
republic proclaimed on October 6, 
1910, brought about a complete sepa- 
ration between church and State 
and expulsion of the religious con- 
gregations and the confiscation of 
their properties. 

While such serious crises were tak- 
ing place between the Vatican and 
some of the Latin countries, which 
had been known in history as the most 
faithful to the Holy See, the relations 
with Italy, while maintaining in the 
outside form the usual of 
hostility, were in substance much more 
cordial. 


It would take long to enumerate all 
the reforms of a religious character 
initiated by Plus X. such as that of 
restoring the Gregorian chants, of 
preaching every Sunday from a text 
from the Bible, himself giving the good 
example by having as long as his 
strength allowed him, the faithful of 
the different parishes of Rome in the 
Courtyard of San Damaso to hear him 
explain the Gospel story, and carrying 
out one after the other ag Pope the 
same ideas and principles which he 
had confessed and advocated as 
Bishop and Patriarch. One of his 
undertakings will leave an important 
mark in the history of the Papacy-— 
the codification of ecclesiaastic law. He 
entrusted the work to an illustrious 
scholar in Canon Law, Mar. Pietro 
Gasparri, on whom he conferred the 
Red Hat in December, 1907. Another 
epoch-making task was that of the 
revision of the Vulgate, which he con- 
fided to Father Francis Aidan Gas- 
quet, Abbot-President, of the English 
Benedictine Congregation, 60 well 
known as a learned historian. 

Pius X. was determined to restore 
the most iron discipline among the 
clergy, and this led to an unrelenting 
campaign against that section of 
ecclesiastics, who professed un- 
orthodoyv opinions and were called 
Moderne The encyclical promul- 
gated on September ., 1907, con- 
demned the Modernists and their doo- 
trines. 

Following this several leaders of the 
Modernist movement were excom- 
municated im Italy, England and Ger- 
many. The Pope displayed even 
greater energy on Nevember 18, 1907, 
when he reaffirmed the necessity of 
combatting by every possible means 
the spirit of rebel on, and ordered 
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bishops to watch and ff necessary to 
dismias the professor infected with the 
condemned doctrines and to prevent 
from taking orders those students who 
were suspected of sympathizing with 
the movement. 

New rebellions broke out, and Pius 
X. went further in the with a 
new encyclical, in May, 1909, and more 
to by imposing the anti-modernist 
oath on all ecclesiastics. 

The Pontiff roused a storm of op- 
position, to himself entirely unex- 
pected, by hig encyclical againat the 
Protestants in general and those of 
the German reforma ion in particular, 
on the occasion of the centennial of 
St. Charies Borromeo. 

Another very important reform due 
to Pius X. ie that of the Roman Curia, 
which was still ruled by the Bull of 
Sixtus V. of January, 1588. With this 
he reformed the offices, the ecclesiasti- 
cal courts and the Roman congrega- 
tions, withdrawing America, Canada, 
Newfoundland, Great Britain, Holland 
and Luxembourg, from the jurisdiction 
of Propaganda Fide, removing them 
therefore from among the missionary 
countries and putting them, together 
with the rest of the Catholic world, 
under the Consistorial congregation. 

To Americans Pius X was especially 
interesting. His great friendship for 
this country, his frequent audiences to 
Americans, both Catholic and non- 
Catholic and his interest in American 
affairs kept him in closer touch with 
this side of the Atlantic than perhaps 
any Pontiff that has preceded him. He 
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was an ardent admirer of Theodore ment,

“It has been customary in the past 
whenever there was an advance in 
prices for everybody to take a rap at 
the retailer.

“The recent rise in the price of 
sugar has not yet been explained by 
any one; but one thing we do know, 
that when sugar is up the retailer and 
the buying public will have to carry 
the burden and the only thing left for 
them is to make a noise. 

“There is no question about the fact 
that the first cause of the advance in 
sugar was the present war. Somebody 
started the ball rolling by advising 
buyers of food products to buy sugar. 
This had the same result as if some 
one would pass out the word that one 
of our strongest banks was about to 
fail. Everybody would make a rush 
to the bank to draw out his money. 

“The buyers have made such a rush 
on the sugar market and bought it up. 
We understand that some of our large 
retailers, centrally located, have as 


for a fair profit.” He also stated 
that as in these days luxuries have 
become necessities, housewives are to 
some extent to blame for higher ex- 


penses. 

Special Agent Webster of the De- 
partment of Justice, who has been 
investigating the local situation in 
behalf of the government, practically 
completed his task last night, and 
the result of his inquiry will be sent 
direct to Washington. 

BLAMES THE EAST. 

While there is no official informa-

TWO MEN FOUND 


DEAD, 


GUNS LYING BY THEM. 


HE bodies of two strangers, who 
apparently had sought death, 
were delivered to the authorities 
late yesterday afternoon. After a care- 
ful investigation no certainty of the 
name of either victim was obtained. 

The first victim was found reclining 
on the ground under the shade of a 
haystack near Sherman by laborers 
employed on the Gilman ranch, who 
saw the body several times during 
the day, but thought the man was 
sleeping. As the body lay in the same 
position last night an investigation 
was made. 

An examination of the body showed 
that the dead man was probably a 
German of middie age, weighing 
about 160 pounds. A blue serge suit 
of good material was on the body. 
The hands showed no evidence of 
manual labor. A stubby moustache 
adorned the upper lip, and, while the 
hair was thin on his head, he could 
not be called bald. 

Additional interest was attached to 
the finding of the body by a report 


age was reported missing. The miss- 
ing man is Charles Welstufen, No. 
1125 Bast Twenty-fifth street. 

The description of the missing Ger- 
man and the body found at Sherman 
tallied so closely that the police de- 
cided the mystery had been solved, 
but an inquiry at the residence of 
the missing man brought forth the 
statement that the family was asleep 
and no one in particular was inter- 
ested in the matter. 

The other body was found lying 
in a canyon leading from Elysian 
drive, and it is belleved that suicide 
was committed at least a week ago. 

By the right hand of the body was 
found a new police revolver. 

Detective Glenn decided it would 
be better to wait until morning be- 
fore trying to carry the remains up 
the steep embankment, owing to the 
advanced stage of decomposition. 

There was nothing about. the body 
to indicate his identity, and the of- 
ficers could not determine his nation-

If refused—that is, found unavail- 
able—your manuscript is returned to 
you. You must pay the express or 
postage charges both ways. I would 
add that a would-be author should 
not give way to discouragement no 
matter how many times the manu- 
script comes back. Send it to another 
publisher and another, and another. 
Talent will be recognized and win out 
in the end.

It wag therefore a great shock to 
the Pope when Rosa, believed to be 
his favorite of the three, died in Feb- 
ruary after a second stroke of paraly- 
sis.

Bu 
turning from an audience with the 
Pontiff, to whom he had carried an 
autograph letter written by President 
Taft. He had with him a letter in 
reply written by Pope Pius, as well 
as one from Cardinal Merry del Val, 
the papal secretary. 

Pope Pius also was deeply touched 
by the death of J. P. Morgan, for 
whom he had the highest regard both 
as a man and ag a patron of arts. 

FAILING HEALTH. 

Since Pius X was elevated to the 
papacy there had been many rumors 
about his failing health, but there had 
been only one other instance when 
Stated at the Vatican that his phys- 
ical condition was serious. This was 
in the middle of the summer of 1911. 
when an incision was made in the 
Pope's right knee to relieve his gout. 

It had been generally admitted, 
however, that he had not been in 
really good health for many years 
and this was largely due to the fact 
that his existence in the Vatican was 
more or less of a sedentary nature. 
When he was in Venice he was al- 
ways in much better condition. A 
chronic catarrh, to which the Pope 
paid ‘ho cular attention, and 
somewhat frequent attacks of laryn- 
gitis, with allied attacks of the gout, 
were his allments. 

early as June, 1906, not three 
years after his elevation, it began 
to be said that he suffered from gout 
and was in a generally debilitated 
condition. Again, at Christmas, in 
1910, he was reported as pale and 
without an appetite and his physi- 
cians said he needed a complete rest. 
In February. 1911, he was nursed by 
his faithful sisters through an attack 
of larnygitis and a few months later 
it wae ad mitted his condition had been 


serious. 

The latter part of July in that year 
reports began to filter out from the 
Vatican that the Pope was in bad con- 
dition and was afflicted with fever. It 
was an intensely hot summer and the 
heat retarded his recovery, the only 
thing making life bearable in Rome 
being an occasional electrical storm. 
with resultant coolness. August 8 
hig right knee became extremely pain- 
ful to him and the veins were much 
enlarged. The Pope's strength was 
sapped by lack of sleep. 

Against protests, his doctors re- 
moved him from his small sleeping 
chamber to a larger and cooler room. 
He did not like to sleep with open 
windows and he feared the coolness 
of the other room, but he was re- 
moved and his leg swung in a cradle. 
It became even more painful and 
more swollen and the operation was 
performed. The Pontiff's high tem- 
perature began to fall and gradually 
he mended in health.. 

By the first week in September he 
felt so well that he allowed photo- 
graphs to be taken of himself walking 
in the Vatican gardens and he asked 
the photographer to give them wide 
circulation so that rumors of his iii! 
health might be entirely dispelled. 
At Christmas he received the car- 
dinals and seemed in excellent health. 
In February, 1912, he suffered another 
bronchial attack, but this amounted 
to little, for Americars who saw him 
shortly afterward said he looked well. 

FALSE DEATH REPORT. 

‘The world was startied when on 
April 11, 1912, he was reported dead. 
Aft it was found that a tele- 
graphic error was responsible. A 
wire message to an attache of the 
Papal Nunciature in Madrid conveved 
the intelligence that “Papa” was dead. 
The word means “father” or “pope,” 
and the attache jumped at the wrong 
construction. 

About the first days of February, 


in Rome, tntroduced forty Americans 
at an audience, and they all said that 
the Pope was well. 

CONCLAVE OF CARDINALS. 

The dean of the Sacred College, at 
the Pope's death, summons every 
cardinal in Rome and throughout the 
world to take part in the election. 
There is no exception to this rule, 
for if any cardinal were prevented 
from casting his vote, it would in- 
validate the election. 

In the primitive ages of the church 
even the laity had a voice in the elec- 
tion of the sovereign pontiff, but in 
these days the election ts entirely in 
the hands of cardi and their vote 
it ts that decides o it ie that is to 


foreign cardinals cannot arrive in 
Rome through sickness or old age or 
other indisposition, the elections pro- 
ceed, and the College of Cardinals 
cannot wait any longer. 

Should any cardinal arrive after 
the ten days have elapsed he has a 
right to enter the conclave then in 
session. In the first session of the 
conclave each of the ¢ardinals takes 
a solemn oath on the gospels to ob- 
serve the canons that refer to the 
elections in the conclave, 

The bulls of the nine

in the conclave are read aloud to 


them. 

The fisherman's ring, being part of 
the insignia of the Holy Father. its 
now unsealed by the master of the 
ceremonies, and the first session of 
the conclave comes to a close. 

On the second day the various of- 
ficers of the pontificate states come to 
pay their respects to the cardinals, 
and receive confirmation in their va- 
rious offices and the next three days 
are spent in elections to the different 
offices that are to be filled in the con- 
clave. 

On the sixth day the cell that each 
cardinal is to occupy is alloted to 
him, where both the cardinal and his 
secretary are to dwell during the 
whole time of the conclave. 

When the election takes place in 
Rome, it takes place either in the 
quirinal or the Vatican Palace. The 
fact that the quirinal is now in the 
hands of the government 
residence of the present King wil! 
preciude the next election being held 
at quirinal. While Pope Pius IX was 
elected at the quirinal, Pope Leo 
Mi was elected at the Vatican. 
Should the Pope die in any other city 
than Rome, the election can take 
Place in that city.

At the instance of the Board of 
Public Utilities Commissioners an or- 
dinance has been drafted prohibiting 
the trespassing upon any fenced or in- 
closed rights of way of railroad com- 
panies. The ce draft was ap- 
proved by the commission yesterday 
and will be sent to the City Council 
today. Violators of the provisions of 
this ordinance may be fined $500 or 
six months in jail, or both fine and 
imprisonment.

The American Holding Company 
was incorporated in this State with 
1,000,000 shares of capital stock, par 
value $1. Mr. Farrar states that in 
order to induce him to purchase 
stock, he was informed that Mr. But- 
trees had received from the govern- 
ment patents for a railway stop indi- 
cator. Mr. Buttress assigned the 
patents to the American Holding 
Company. which he was told now 
owns them. 

It was also stated that 34,000 
shares of stock of the corporation 
had been sold at 12% cents a share, 
the proceeds to be used in construct- 
ing a factory at Richmend, this State, 
for the manufacture of the indicators, 
The corporation, it was further de- 
clared. was solvent and that none of 
the officers received salaries, and 
would not until the concern was do- 
ing a paying business. C. G. Finney 
had agreed to finance the company, 


and an agent was selling State rights.
